Lee Harvey Oswald's radio is FBI Exhibit A2. This radio has three 
push-buttons on top and a volume control next to the buttons and 
just over the tuning dial. The tuning dial has a set of numbers 
inside the circle of 800, 100, 1500 and 1800. Outside numbers are 
200, 300, 400 and 500. Some of these numbers are visible on the 
enclosed electrostatic copy of the face of this radio. There is no 
file of segregated material concerning FBI Exhibit A2. We will make 
records of the Commission, which sure too voluminous for us to ex- 
amine, available to you in the National Archives to search for material 
concerning FBI Exhibit A 2. 
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Commission Document 1269 which includes the two Harper sL ides , ia 
withheld from research at the rquest of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. We regret that we did not locate these slides in 
August 1969 because no copy of CD 1269 was filed under the name of 
Dr. Harper. No receipt for the slides in CD 1269 has been found 
in the Warren Commission records.
